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Italy muzzled 
scientist who 
predicted quake 

ITALY An Italian scientist 
predicted a major 
earthquake around LAquila 
weeks before disaster 
struck the city yesterday, 
killing more than 150 peo¬ 
ple, but was reported for 
spreading panic. 

The government yester¬ 
day insisted the warning, 
by seismologist Gioacchino 
Giuliani, had no scientific 
foundation, but Giuhani 
said he had been vindicated 
and wanted an apology. 

The first tremors in the 
region were felt in mid-Jan- 
uaiy and continued at regu¬ 
lar intervals, creating 
mounting alarm in the city, 
about 100 km east of Rome. 

Vans with loudspeakers 
drove around the town a 
month ago telling locals to 
evacuate their houses after 
Giuliani, from the National 
Institute of Astrophysics, 
predicted a large quake was 
on the way, prompting the 
mayor’s anger. 

Giuliani, who based his 
forecast on concentrations 
of radon gas around seismi- 
cally active areas, was 
reported to police for 
“spreading alarm” and was 
forced to remove his find¬ 
ings from the Internet. 

“Now there are people 
who have to apologize to 
me and who will have what 
has happened on their con¬ 
science,” Giuliani told the 
website of the daily La Re- 
pubblica. reuters

Money would be used to 
help fund the proposed 
LRT extension from Ed¬ 
monton’s downtown to 
NAIT. 

Edmonton is facing a 
$ 30-million civic debt. Sohi 
said that though a dollar 
figure promised by the 
province allocated for city 
debt isn’t essential in to¬ 
day’s announcement, ac¬ 
knowledgement of the mu¬ 
nicipal deficit is.

Greenpeace pronnotes scavenger hunt to make its point

Nearly a dozen treasure 
hunters scrambled around 
the legislative grounds for 
a chance to walk away 
with $600 as part of a 
Greenpeace-promoted 
scavenger hunt. 

The cash prize represent¬ 
ed the per-person expense 
of the $2 billion worth of 
taxpayer money spent on a 
series of provincial govern¬ 
ment projects to see if car¬ 


bon capture and storage 
might work in getting rid 
of greenhouse gas pollu¬ 
tion. 

“We think that when Al¬ 
bertans find out they’re 
pa 5 dng $600 ... they’re go¬ 
ing to be pretty upset,” 
said Mike Hudema, climate 
and energy campaigner for 
Greenpeace. “Most people 
are pretty shocked by how 
much they’re contributing. 

“We shouldn’t be throw¬ 
ing $600 of our money to 
pretend to clean up (indus¬ 
trial) pollution because it 


makes no economic 
sense.” 

Eveiy hour during the 
contest, Greenpeace an¬ 
nounced hint after hint to 
help narrow down the 
hunt, starting with which 
side of the grounds to 
search and ending with 
the final clue of the GPS 
co-ordinates of the prize. 

Two University of Alber¬ 
ta students — Mark 
Mielke, who is stud 5 dng 
economics, and Sam 
Vance-Law, who is in the 
English program — were 


the winners. They found 
the tin case full of $20 bills 
buried under a spruce tree 
in the grounds’ southeast.

“Absolutely we’ll take the 
call off the air and address 
the issue,” Ford said. 

A 16-year-old boy has 
been charged in 
connection with the 
deaths, and is scheduled to 
appear in court May 1.

Towns flattened by 
massive Italy quake 


More than 150 people in 
central Italy were killed by 
the strongest earthquake 
to hit the country in 
decades early yesterday, 
which left up to 50,000 
homeless and flattened 
entire medieval towns 
while residents slept. 

As rescue workers 
combed through the rub¬ 
ble for survivors and 
rushed to set up tents for 
the homeless, officials de¬ 
clined to estimate the 
number of missing. Most 
of the dead were in 
LAquila, a 13th-century 
mountain city about 100 
kilometres east of Rome, 
and villages and towns in 
the Abruzzo region. 

The quake, measuring 
between 5.8 and 6.3 on the 
Richter scale, struck short¬ 
ly after 3:30 a.m., and after¬ 
shocks rattled the area 
throughout the day yester¬ 
day. 

Rescuers have pulled 
some 100 people from the 
rubble, but with a further 
250 believed missing, civil 
protection officials said 
hopes were dimming of 
finding many more alive. 

Officials said up to 
50,000 people may have 


been made homeless. More 
than 1,500 people were in¬ 
jured and thousands of 


houses, ancient churches 
and buildings collapsed or 
were damaged. reuters

Media covers U.S. war 
dead after i8-year ban 


MILITARY The media was 
permitted Sunday to cover 
the arrival of a U.S. armed 
service member’s coffin at 
the Pentagon’s mortuary 
in Delaware for the first 
time in 18 years. 

A flag-draped coffin bear¬ 
ing the remains of Air 
Force Staff Sgt. Phillip My¬ 
ers arrived at Dover Air 
Force Base. Myers, 30, of 
Hopewell, Va., was killed 
in Afghanistan Saturday by 
an explosive device, the 
Pentagon said. 

The administration of 


President Barack Obama 
relaxed a Pentagon ban on 
media coverage of return¬ 
ing U.S. war dead in Febru¬ 
ary, allowing families to 
choose to allow cameras. 

The ban was imposed in 
1991 during the first Gulf 
War with some exceptions. 
Former President George 
W. Bush imposed a stricter 
ban during the wars in 
Afghanistan and Iraq, 
sparking criticism the gov¬ 
ernment was hiding the 
human cost of its militaiy 
operations. reuters

BEIJING Ghinese police 
have detained two people 
suspected of tiying to traf¬ 
fic about 300 people into 
Gosta Rica, state media 
said yesterday.

They have awoken 
long-simmering divisions 
between those on the old 
Reform side of the party 
who never liked Mulroney 
and those on the old Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative side 
who remain his allies. 

Brian Mulroney remains 
an influential man. That’s 
why Liberal Leader Michael 
Ignatieff telephoned him 
(how quaint) recently to 
wish him happy birthday 
on his 70th. Had Prime Min¬ 
ister Harper done a little 
schmoozing like that, there 
would be none of these 
problems.

Gun control victim in Harper legislation 



After a high-profile shoot¬ 
ing, politicians flock to cam¬ 
eras to express outrage and 
S5mipathy for the victims. 
But as elections loom they 
focus on the complex calcu¬ 
lus around votes. Many 
Canadians are aware of the 
influence of the powerful 
National Rifle Association 
in the U.S., but are aston¬ 
ished to learn how the gun 
lobby drives the agenda in 
Canada.

Minister Stephen Harper 
advocated dismantling es¬ 
sential parts of gun control 
in Canada and then intro¬ 
duced legislation to the Sen¬ 


ate. The proposed law will 
eliminate the registration 
of rifles and shotguns, in¬ 
cluding the powerful semi¬ 
automatic rifle like the one 
used by Marc Lepine at 
L’Ecole Polytechnique in 
1989.

Certainly, 
too much money was spent 
licensing two million gun 
owners and registering sev¬ 
en million firearms — $100 
million per year over 10 
years according to the audi¬ 
tor general. But the money 
is gone. It can’t be reinvest¬ 
ed. The RCMP says ending 
the registration of long 
guns will save about $3 mil¬ 


lion per year. 

Controlling firearms is 
not a panacea, but it does 
reduce the risk of gun vio¬ 
lence. What sense does it 
make to dismantle a system 
that is working? Suicides, 
particularly among youth 
and murders of women 
with guns, have plummet¬ 
ed. Homicides with rifles 
and shotguns have declined 
precipitously — 32 people 
were murdered with long 
guns in 2007 compared to 
107 in 1991. 

Priscilla deVilliers, whose 
daughter Nina was abduct¬ 
ed and murdered, reminds 
us: “Six separate inquests 
recommended licensing 
and registration of guns, in¬ 
cluding the inquest into my 
daughter’s death.”

That's the spot: Study shows 
how itching brings relief 


Scratching an itchy spot 
turns off an itch “switch” in 
the spinal cord, U.S. re¬ 
searchers said yesterday in a 
finding they think could 
lead to better treatments 
for itching disorders. 

Tests on monkeys showed 
scratching short-circuits 
itch signals to the brain. 

Understanding how this 
works may lead to new 
treatments for people with 
diseases such as AIDS or 
Hodgkin’s disease that 
cause itching not easily re¬ 
lieved by antihistamines or 
steroid creams. 

“There are more than 50 
diseases that produce 
itch that can’t be 
easily treated,” 

Glenn Giesler Jr. 
of the University 
of Minnesota, 
whose study ap¬ 
pears in the jour¬ 
nal Nature Neu¬ 
roscience, said 
in a tele- j ■ 
phone inter- w 
view. 

In earlier 
studies, he 
and col¬ 
leagues 
showed 



a special part of the spinal 
cord known as the 
spinothalamic tract become 
very active when itchy sub¬ 
stances are put on the skin. 

Giesler said itch sensa¬ 
tions — which are a form of 
pain signal — are sent to a 
region of the brain known 
as the thalamus. 

But it has not been clear 
how scratching interferes 
with the itch signal. “We 
wanted to known how 
scratch works. How does it 
relieve itch?” Giesler said. 

His team studied mon¬ 
keys to find out what hap¬ 
pens to these nerves when 
an itch is scratched. They 
painstakingly attached tiny 
electrodes to individual 
nerve fibres responsible 
for transmitting the 
itch signal to the brain. 
Then they injected a 
substance under the 
skin to make the monkeys 
itchy. When they scratched 
the itch, Giesler said the 
itch signal “magically” dis¬ 
appeared. 

Giesler said the next step 
is to figure out how that cir¬ 
cuit works, and what are the 
chemical messengers or 
neurotransmitters that 
are involved in this 


process.

Weir’s maiden major ti¬ 
tle at Augusta National six 
years ago was largely set 
up by the quality of his 
wedge play and putting. 

At a venue renowned for 
its heavily contoured and 
slick greens, this is the one 
department of his game 
that he prays will be in top 
form for this year’s tourna¬ 
ment. 

“If one particular part of 
your game is off, you don’t 
want it to be your wedge 
game and your putting,” 
the 38-year-old said. “You

My wife and I 
[ ft ] chose to send my 
L. son (who is seven 
years old) to private 
school. This year, we were 
told by the school that our 
child does not qualify to 
deduct the full tuition. We 
have always done so in the 
past. Is this correct? How 
much can we deduct? 

— Frank and Maria 
Childcare expenses 
can be deducted for 
children up to 16 
years of age. Generally, the 
parent with the lesser in¬ 
come must claim the de¬ 
duction (there are other 
circumstances when the 
higher income may claim). 

A Parent may deduct as 
following — the lesser of: 

• The actual amount paid 

• Two-thirds of the parent 
income 

• $7,000 for children under 
seven years old/$4,000 for 
children between seven 
and 16 years old. 

Generally, private school 
tuition is not considered 
childcare, however an 
amount maybe appor¬ 
tioned to childcare. Your 
educational institution 




Your private school will determine what portion of tuition is con¬ 
sidered childcare for deduction purposes. 


will determine what por¬ 
tion is childcare. 

Parents of children in re¬ 
ligious or affiliated institu¬ 
tions may qualify to deduct 
the non-childcare portion 
as charitable donations.

All My 
Children created a media 
stir with its first on screen 
lesbian kiss back in 2003 
and introduced a transgen- 
dered character shortly 
thereafter. 

Sure, often the most con¬ 
troversial plotlines are brief 
and usually done to tem¬ 
porarily boost lagging rat¬ 
ings but, given the populari¬ 
ty of soap operas (at their 
height in the 1980s, two- 
thirds of all women living in 
homes with televisions “fol¬ 
lowed” one or more soap 
operas), there is no den 5 dng 
their influence. 

Losing such a main¬ 
stream outlet for these is¬ 
sues is a bit tragic. I just 
hope we don’t end up 
throwing the baby out with 
the soapy bathwater and 
that mainstream television 
continues to shine some 
light on sexuality issues that 
are important to all of us.

Canadians losing

DRINKS Want to help your kids 
keep the weight off? Just give 
them water instead of soda 
and other sugar-sweetened 
drinks, researchers advised 
Monday. One analysis of the 
diets of children and teens in 
the United States showed they 
drink, on average, 235 “empty" 
calories in sugar-sweetened 
beverages each day. 


When these drinks are cut 
out, the average child does not 
make up for them by eating or 
drinking more calories 
elsewhere, the researchers 
said. In a second study, Dutch 
researchers found children 
would cut out sugary drinks 
before they would exercise or 
abandon snacks.

Junior Boys cross an ocean to craft new electro-pop album

Recording an album when 
your bandmate lives 
across an ocean from you 
can be tricky, but if you're 
as determined as 
Hamiltonian-based band 
The Junior Boys, distance 
is no object to creating 
good music. 

To record their new disc, 
Begone Dull Care, the elec¬ 
tro duo, which features Je¬ 
remy Greenspan and Matt 
Didemus, didn’t share 
Mp3s via e-mail. Instead 
they laid down tracks the 
old fashioned way, by trav¬ 
eling between Hamilton 
and Berlin — where Dide¬ 
mus lives — to work on 
music face to face. 

“It was expensive, but it 
worked out because I got 
elite status on Air Canada 
now,” jokes Greenspan. “I 
wasn’t interested in doing 
that whole sending things 
off. We’re big believers that 
the equipment and condi¬ 
tions all play a central role 
in where music is going to 
go. For us patching things 
together through MSN 
doesn’t seem exciting.” 

That being said, the two¬ 
some did write things inde¬ 
pendent of one another, so 
it wasn’t like they were 
racking up long distance 
charges discussing each 
musical move. That separa¬ 
tion, says Greenspan, is an¬ 
other reason why trading 
emails didn’t make sense 
for them. “Because of that 
impendence it was even 
more important that we 
didn’t swap files,” he says. 
“At a certain point it would 


become why are we even 
doing this together?” 

While they might have 
produced a solid album if 
they had just sent each 
other MP3s, after listening 
to the album, which is 
based around the films of 
Canadian filmmaker Nor¬ 
mal McLaren, it’s easy to 
see why they had to write 
this together. The disc is 
easily their most meticu¬ 
lous record of their career, 
though, Greenspan says, 
they tried to make it sound 
spontaneous. That was a 
challenge that McLaren 
dealt with as well, 
Greenspan explains. 

“He was attacking a 
problem I dealt with — 
how do I make something 
feel like it’s free flowing 
despite the fact it’s been 


veiy difficult to make,” 
says the Junior Boys vocal¬ 
ist. “We don’t just write 
songs in two or three in¬ 
struments, it’s much more 
complicated than that.” 

Greenspan hasn’t quite 
figured out how to recon¬ 
cile those opposing forces, 
but he does think “the ten¬ 
sion between being sponta¬ 
neous and complex creates 
a unique thing.” 

In the end the band cre¬ 
ated a spare, yet upbeat 
collection of airy tunes, 
layered with electro 
sounds and, in a few cases, 
’80s grooves. 

There’s no question this 
is a pop disc, though with 
some nearly seven-minute 
songs it’s not as conven¬ 
tional sounding as some 
previous work. Greenspan

says this was intentional — 
he didn’t want to make 
“tidy” pop songs so he 
tacked on some extended 
outros. 

“This album is about the 
process of working so we 
tried to let people hear 
that,” he explains. “In the 
past we had so many ideas 
we wish we could have 
used but we had to distill 
them in the pop format. 

“It often does create a 
better end product,” he 
adds, “but we wanted peo¬ 
ple to hear what these 
tracks sound like as we go 
through it.”

Brown pleads not guilty

Brown, 19, entered the 
pleas during his arraign¬ 
ment in Los Angeles Supe¬ 
rior Court.

Brown of assaulting Ri¬ 
hanna “by means of force 
likely to produce great 
bodily injury” and threat¬ 
ening to commit a crime 


“which would result in 
death and great bodily in¬ 
jury.” He could face up to 
four years in prison if con¬ 
victed. 

A police affidavit said 
Brown shoved Rihanna’s 
head against the passen¬ 
ger window, repeatedly 
punched her in the face, 
bit her ear and finger, 
and put her into a 
headlock. 

At one stage, the 
affidavit said. 
Brown told Rihan¬ 
na: “I’m going to 
kill you.” 

Brown broke on¬ 
to the Billboard 
charts in 2005 at 
the age of 16 with 
his single Run It! 
and sold two mil¬ 
lion copies of his 
self-titled debut al¬ 
bum. 

Barbados-born Ri¬ 
hanna also released 
her debut album 
in 2005 and had a 
No. 1 hit single with 
S.O.S. less than a year 
later. 

She followed with three 
more No. I’s — Umbrella, 
Take a Bow and Disturbia.
